Water a hot topic at city council meeting

The Clinton City Hall was a packed 
house when the city council convened 
Monday night, with 23 people crammed 
into the foyer at the beginning of the 
meeting. Of the guests present, most 
were there to address water problems 
in one form or another. Regina Cruz 
and Michelle Brann both addressed 


the council about two separate cases 
of drainage issues causing property 
damage, and Mary Potter spoke to 
the councilmembers about a proposed 
water rate increase brought forth by 
Utilities Inc. 

Cruz, who lives on College St., 
complained that recent drainage 
problems have caused damage to her 
property, claiming that it will cost up 


to $7,000 to repair her driveway from 
recent damages, and that her property 
value has subsequently decreased over 
four years since she moved into the 
residence. 

Clinton Mayor Tommy Kimbro and 
Clinton City Administrator Allen Poole 
promised to look into the matter, and 
see what the city could do to fix the 
issue. The mayor was cautious about 


making any definite statements, stating 
that research must be done into the 
legal matters of the situation before the 
city can commit to a specific action. 

Brann, who lives on Richmond 
Dr., spoke of similar problems due to 
improper storm drainage. Officials one 
again promised to look into the issue

Fiscal court 
comes to aid of 
Senior Center

The Hickman County Fiscal Court reviewed a 
variety of issues during their September meeting 
held on Monday night. Among the issues discussed 
was the 2013 Proposed tax rate of 15.0, which will 
produce a total of $295,952 in revenues. With no 
objections made from the public, the court moved 
and seconded in favor of the proposed increase 
along with any other adjustments to the 2013 Tax 
Bill and then proceeded with further business. 

Bro. Phillip McClure was present at the meeting 
to speak briefly about the Senior Citizen funding 
issue at hand. Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt explained to the board members that 
he and Mr. McClure had been working together to 
come up with some sort of budget for the senior 
citizen’s for this year. 

With current federal and state funding cuts, Mr. 
McClure pleaded for help from the fiscal court. 
For Kentucky Association of Counties (KACO) 
insurance expenses alone, McClure asked it of 
the court to make the payment of $8,367 that is 
due by the first of the month. With no hesitation,

Clinton missionary takes bibles on SD cards 
to battered, oppressed women in Thailand

Clinton local, Mrs. Kari Clark, wife 
of First Baptist Church Pastor, Kevin 
Clark, just returned from her first 
international missionary trip last week. 
After 16 hours and several layovers 
covering nearly half the world, she 
and her small group of ten women hit 
the ground running in Chiang Mai, 
Thailand. 

Theirs was not the typical mission 
in which you have a tangible goal, like 
building a few homes, or helping teach 
children.

Hickman-Fulton RECC 
rates not increasing

“We are going to absorb TVA’s rate 
increase,” stated Hickman-Fulton 
Counties Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corporation (RECC) President/CEO 
Greg Grissom. “I am keeping my 
promise and we are not raising our 
rates in 2013.” Grissom made the 
announcement during RECC’s advisory 
board meeting on Wednesday, Sept. 4. 

Back on August 22, TVA announced 
a 1.5% rate hike by new TVA CEO Bill 
Johnson. The last TVA rate hike was in 


2011 . 

With RECC’s decision to absorb 
this rate hike, it will cost the electric 
cooperative a little over $100,000. “We 
have chosen to ride out this storm,” 
Grissom said. “The 1.5% increase, 
which is set to begin October 1, will not 
affect our retail customers.” TVA has 
also said that they will not have a rate 
increase in 2014, but there is a strong 
possibility that a rate increase will be 
mandated in 2015.

and deal with the problem however they can. 

Mary Potter, who passed out copies of a letter to 
councilmembers at the beginning of the meeting, 
was the last guest to address the council. In her 
letter, Potter stated “For the third time in six 
years, Water Services Corporation of Kentucky 
is requesting a water rate increase. This time, the 
Water Company want close to an 11 percent rate 
increase.” Potter cited an advertisement published 
recently in The Hickman County Gazette. Potter 
asked the council to file a motion to intervene 
in the case, which they did after a motion from 
Councilman Howard Dillard and a second on 
that motion by Council woman Yvette Thomas. 


She stated that “no entity has a closer working 
relationship with the water company than the City 
of Clinton.” 

She also asked that the City of Clinton begin to 
“divorce itself’ from the water company and take 
steps to run its own utilities. After her presentation, 
Councilman Ivan Potter made a motion for the 
city to “undertake a study” to begin taking steps 
to take over the local sewer and gas services. The 
motion passed unanimously after being seconded 
by Councilman Dillard. 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Clinton City Council is Monday, Oct. 7.

“We are a small distributor,” 
stated Grissom. “No growth has 
an affect on us. Population means 
revenue. A larger customer base 
allows us to spread our costs 
more efficiently.” 

Grissom also touched on how 
federal mandates regarding coal 
and fossil fuels affects TVA and, 
in turn, RECC. The requirement 
to move from coal to other fuels 
does affect electric costs. Valley 
wide in the Tennessee service 
area low growth is down and 
demand is down. 

“Natural gas right now 
is down,” he added, “ and 
seems to be the fuel of choice 
for most electric generators 
however natural gas has had 
an historical unstable cycle - 
and has experienced volatile 
price changes on the short term 
basis, which in turn affects our 
wholesale rates from TVA.” 

Consumer surveys assist 
RECC to work to improve their 
overall performance within 
the area that they service. 
“We want to know what you 
think,” he said. “So we can 
reach member satisfaction 
goals. I highly encourage our 
members to participate if they 
receive a call.” Last quarter 
RECC randomly sampled 258 
members and we will continue 
to take random surveys through 
2014. 

RECC’s guiding light is 
their long-term strategy. “Last 
year we kicked off our 5-year 
construction work plan,” stated 
Grissom. 

Substation upgrades and 
circuit upgrades in the Fulgham 
area in the eastern side of 
Hickman County are two 
current projects currently in the 
works. 

“We have invested $1 million 
in the plant this year,” he said. 
“We are non-profit. Everything 
goes back into the system.” 

RECC employees have 
been working six days a week 
for most of the summer on 
current construction projects, 
mainly irrigation systems. “We 
have added 42 new accounts 
for irrigation,” Grissom said. 
“This translates into 1,600 
horse power, which creates 
engineering hurdles we have to 


jump over.” 

Two hundred and seventy 
work orders have been 
completed. These involve 
multiple facets of customer 
service requests this year since 
January 2013. 

“The Hickman substation 
and the Clinton substation are 
included in the 5 year work plan 
and major equipment over hauls 
have already been completed 
and other facets are already 
included in next year,” added 
Grissom. 

With a healthy financial 
status RECC has the ability to 
absorb capital expenditures to 
make projects like the Hickman 
substation and one in Clinton 
possible. 

After 4 years of hard work 
and record keeping the staff 
at RECC was able to win an 
appeal on a FEMA case. The 
last outstanding payment was 
denied originally, showed 
records and the last $987,000 
was received about a month 
and a half ago. A huge boost for 
capital needed of our continuing 
projects. These projects will 
benefit the member on the 
system with better reliability 
and power quality. 

Right of Way work, under 
the direction of Rex Coffey, 
is now in progress. RECC has 
allocated $650,000 in 2014 for 
this project, which includes 
147-mile circuit. Coffey has 
been busy counting trees and 
marking them with red dots and 
is in proposal negotiations with 
several right of way contractors. 

Some of the areas of concern 
that RECC continues to address 
include: 

• Outage duration times 

• Response times to outages 

• Unknown reasons for 
outages 

• Bill payment options 

• Customer assistance with 
energy efficiency programs 

Unusual outages include 
snakes in electrical boxes and 
bullet holes. 

“You hear a lot of things 
and when you don’t know 
the answer, call us,” stated 
RECC Board Chairman David 
Kimbell. “Our employees will 
be happy to tell you why.”

Kimbell also touched on the 
fact that other electrical co¬ 
ops are passing 21 to 30% rate 
increases on to their customers, 
but not RECC. “We are not 
going up,” said Kimbell. “We 
are staying with TVA.” 

“Our board sees the big 
picture and understands how 
one wrong decision affects 
us,” added Grissom. “TVA’s 
diversity gives us more options 
to control rates as we move into 
uncertain times in the power 
industry.” 

Adding new industry, not 
only increases the load, but also 
eases the burden for all RECC’s 
customers. Right now 40% of 
their customer base is industrial, 
10-12% is small commercial 
and the remainder is residential. 
“We care about them all,” stated 
Grissom.

HALLELUJAH!!! We have 
a new bridge on State Route 
1037, otherwise known locally 
as “Crapshoot Road”! I know 
most of us remember many 
years of traveling over that old 
rickety railroad bridge and we 
are all very thankful for the new 
modern concrete bridge that 
is there now. I want to thank 
Governor Beshear and former 
State Senator Ken Winters for 
being two of the many people 
who have assisted us in getting 
this project completed quicker 
that planned. Former Senator 
Winters kind of took this on 
as a local priority project for 
us. This project was on the 
state’s six-year road plan but 
not scheduled for completion 
as quickly as it was done. We 
appreciate the State Department 
of Transportation, Coffey 
Construction Company, and 
all those that had a part in 
getting this project successfully 
completed. 

We also are very thankful 
to get the bridge projects on 
Kentucky 307 South of Fulgham 
underway. These projects have 
also been on the state’s six- 
year road plan for some time 
and are now getting done just 
a little ahead of the original 
schedule. These bridges are also 
old, outdated and too narrow 
for some of today’s traffic. That 
part of Ky. 307 carries quite a 
bit of traffic heading south to 
jobs located in the industrial 
Park located just past the county 


line, and that traffic will be 
picking up soon as new jobs 
are locating there. Additionally, 
some of our larger agricultural 
equipment will be better served 
by these wider, sturdier bridges. 
Again, we thank Governor 
Beshear, Kentucky DOT and 
all those that have assisted in 
getting these projects scheduled 
and started. 

It is about the time of year we 
will be starting our annual chip 
and seal work on county roads. 
We caution drivers that live on 
or travel on those roads to be 
careful as that work is being 
done. Increased equipment and 
workers will be present. Drivers 
who travel on roads that have 
been sealed will need to proceed 
with a little more caution that 
usual for a couple of weeks after 
the work is done. The fresh oil 
and fresh rock can create the 
need for more cautious driving 
particularly on narrow and / 
or curvy roads. So over the 
next couple of months please 
be careful and aware on those 
county roads that are being 
chipped and sealed. 

In addition to our chip and seal 
work, we have made a request 
to the Kentucky Department of 
Transportation for funding to 
do approximately nine miles of 
new paving on county roads. 
While we do not yet have that 
contract in hand, we have been 
assured by Kentucky DOT that 
it will be forthcoming. We hope 
to be able to get this funding in 


time to get the paving completed 
before winter. 

It has been a great summer in 
getting transportation projects 
done in Hickman County. 
The replacement of the four 
bridges mentioned above and 
the upcoming chip and seal and 
paving will top off a good year 
of transportation improvement 
in Hickman County. I and the 
Fiscal Court will continue to 
seek state funding to continue 
to deal with more bridge and 
paving projects all across the 
county. 

Just want to say one quick 
word of Thank You for those 
volunteers that continue 
to work with the county in 
our recycling program. The 
collection that has been done at 
the road department the last two 
months has gone well, and we 
appreciate the work of everyone 
involved in that project. 

Finally, I want to say a big 
thank you to all the different 
groups and individuals who are 
working together on our Blair 
Street Park project. This county 
park is an important part of our 
recreational opportunities in the 
county, and we look forward to 
getting some new equipment 
and new surroundings in the 
park for all our community to 
enjoy.

The morning news regularly 
carries segments about 
companies that are hiring 
veterans. Five were mentioned 
Monday. 

What a good idea...one that 
got me to thinking. All three of 
our sons are military. 

How many millions of dollars 
have been shelled out to top-tier 
people in some of those large 
companies the U.S. government 
has bailed out? 

Kenneth Feinberg, the U.S. 
Treasury Department’s pay czar, 
reviewed pay among the top 
25 executives at 419 firms that 
received government assistance 
before February 17,2009. Some 
of the payments exceeded $10 
million, as in the case of one 
individual. 

The 17 firms identified in 
his report include American 
Express, AIG, Bank of America, 
Boston Private Financial 
Holdings, Capital One, CIT, 


Hire Veterans 

Citigroup, JP Morgan Chase, 
M&T Bank, Morgan Stanley, 
Regions, SunTrust, Bank of NY 
Mellon, Goldman Sachs, PNC 
Financial Services Group, US 
Bancorp, and Wells Fargo. 

These 17 companies paid out 
$1.6 billion in bonuses shortly 
after receiving taxpayer-funded 
bailouts the previous year, he 
said. 

How far would just this $1.6 
billion go in helping small 
businesses across the U.S. to 
hire veterans? 

Why aren’t small businesses 
given incentives to hire 
veterans? Or any other kind of 
incentives? That seems to me 
to make more sense. Instead, 
small, privately held businesses 
were left hung out to dry during 
the recession that we are in. 
If these companies could not 
financially survive then they 
had no choice but to close their 
doors. Those that survived were 


those who made steep cuts. 

I don’t promote failure of 
large businesses, but maybe a 
few failures of those mentioned 
above would have worked. It is 
clear that bailouts did not avert a 
recession. These past five years 
have been extremely tough on 
small businesses. 

Small business is the backbone 
of our nation’s economy. As 
evidenced by the huge bonuses 
paid to top officers of the larger 
corporations like those 17 cited 
above, those companies have 
the resources and reserves to 
pull themselves out of financial 
crunches. And if they did not, 
then they should have. 

A little help for the smaller 
businesses, like those mom and 
pop operations, seems to make 
better sense. And what better 
place to start than by putting our 
veterans, who have laid their 
lives on the line for our country, 
to work?

RECC donates to schools to help fund 
academies and scholars programs

Corporation’s (RECC) 

operation is based on seven 
cooperative principles. One of 
those principles is Concern for 
Community, which shows focus 
on not only member needs but 
also on sustainable development 
in the communities in which 
they work. On Wednesday, 
Sept. 4, RECC President/ 
CEO Greg Grissom presented 
$1,000 checks to help fund 
the Falcon Academy, Pilot 
Academy and Comet Scholars 
Program. The six remaining 
principles include: Voluntary 
and Open Membership, 
Democratic Member Control, 
Members’ Economic 

Participation, Autonomy and 
Independence, Education, 
Training, and Information, 
and Cooperation Among 
Cooperatives. Representatives 
from all three schools echoed 
words of appreciation to the 
electric cooperative for their 
commitment to the students and 
communities. 

“This community values 
education,” stated Hickman 
County Schools Superintendent 
Kenny Wilson. “We now 
have 58 sponsors assisting 
us with our Falcon Academy. 
First Community Bank was 
the first and RECC is now the 
58th.” Others in attendance 
on Wednesday who have 
contributed to the Falcon 
Academy include Jerry and 
Ruth Ann Graham and Steve 
and Debbie Weatherford. 

Wilson noted that Hickman 
County students have earned 
3,751 credits hours in four 
years thanks to the supporters 
of the Falcon Academy. “This 
has all come at no cost to the 


students or their parents,” he 
added. “Kids now leave our 
school system with 42-45 
college hours.” While earning 
these college credits they have 
also gained knowledge on how 
to talk to college professors, 
prepare FAFS A forms and apply 
for financial aid. 

“We will put your donation 
to good use,” stated Wilson 
to Grissom and the RECC 
Advisory Board. 

“We started offering English 
101 and 102 for dual credit 
in the 2000-2001 school year 
and had steadily been adding 
courses as we could since that 
time,” explained Kelli Edging, 
Principal at Carlisle County 
High School. “The Comet 
Scholars Program wasn’t fully 
implemented until The Four 
Rivers Foundation began 
during the 2009-2010 school 
year.” Until recently students 
at Carlisle County had to pay 
some books and tuition fees. 

“The families are very much 
appreciative,” she added. “Now 
96% of our seniors have earned 
college credit, some with 20- 
30 hours. We have students 
entering college as sophomores. 
That doesn’t happen in other 
places.” 

Carlisle County students have 
earned 900 credit hours in the 
last year, pointed out Edging, 
with the opportunity to take up 
to 20 different courses. 

“Your generosity makes it all 
possible,” noted Edging. “We 
appreciate your donation.” 

“Thank you,” stated Fulton 
County Schools Superintendent 
Aaron Collins. “Your donation 
will assist with preparing our 
students to be college and career 
ready.” 

Also addressing the board on 
Wednesday representing Fulton 
County was Ellen Murphy, 


Dean of Students and Fulton 
County High School Assistant 
Principal. “I am very passionate 
about our Pilot Academy,” she 
said. “It has brought a change of 
culture to our high school.” 

Through the Pilot Academy 
and the Fulton County Area 
Technology Center, Fulton 
County students are motivated 
more now than ever to work hard 
to improve their ATC scores. 
“They want to take the college 
courses offered through the 
ATC, Murray State University 
and West Kentucky Technical 
and Community College.” 

She added that the Pilot 
Academy is putting Fulton 
County students ahead of the 
game. “Every senior will have 
college and technical school 
hours,” noted Murphy. “This 
hasn’t happened in many years. 
We even have juniors taking 
online classes.” 

Robbie Rudolph and the Four 
Rivers Scholarship Foundation 
is where this change of culture 
at these three area schools got 
its start. “He started it all,” 
added Murphy. “Community 
Sponsors have kept it going. 
Their donations make it possible 
for students to take these classes 
without having to pay anything 
for the last three years.” 

Donations from area 
businesses, farmers, and 
individuals in the three counties 
benefits all the students. All 
three schools have many 
successes stories, just like the 
one at Fulton County where 
Sarah Bradley earned 55 
college hours. When she started 
school at Lindsey Wilson, she 
entered with enough credits as a 
sophomore, almost a junior. 

“It gives them hope,” 
concluded Murphy.

men who ‘owned’ the women 
themselves. 

Thailand’s main religion 
is Buddhism - more than 
95 percent of the 66 million 
people living in the country 
are practicing Buddhists. Only 
a very small 0.7 percent of the 
population is considered to 
follow some variation of the 
Christian faith. So, to say that 
Mrs. Clark and her group of 
women had an up hill battle 
would be a vast understatement. 

Once the group settled into 
Chiang Mai, they began to 
work alongside the missionaries 
already stationed in the 
dilapidated city. Passing out 
Bibles on SD cards to the 
women for them to listen to 
on their phones, taking prayer 
walks at night (when this part of 
the city was thriving with trade), 
and doing general leg work 
helped to alleviate the amount 
of work on a whole. “First of 
all, God doesn’t need me,” 
Clark said. “He is sufficient and 
He is enough. But He chooses 
to use us and when He does and 
He gets us involved, we most 
definitely are the ones changed.” 

Even though Chiang Mai has 
recently become the second 
most popular tourist destination 
in Thailand, the city itself 
is very run down and quite 
poor. Favela-like, in which the 
buildings are cubed and built up 
several stories along the Chao 
Phyraya River, there is no new 
construction to be seen, but 
rather old and tired buildings, 
cars and even older still, 
Temples. Some of the Temples 
within the moat of the city are 
very ancient, built around 1295 
A.D. While Mrs. Clark saw 
many touches of home, like a 
Starbucks, McDonald’s and 
even a KFC, she abstained from 
anything American and instead 
immersed herself in the culture, 
food and music of the local 
people. 

When speaking about the 
local cuisine, Mrs. Clark 
stated, “It’s amazing! I told my 
husband, ‘I don’t know if I’ll 
get the chance to come back 
here; but if I don’t, I don’t want 
to have missed anything while 
I’m here.’” Willing and able, 
she sampled such local fare as 
fresh fruit covered in fish sauce 
and shrimp. Thailand’s “... 
ridiculously good” coffee left 
her wishing she could have it 
every morning. Seaweed and 
shrimp chips, wasabi chips, 
candies and other local snacks 
managed to make their way into 
the ladies’ bags for their return 
trip. 

While the purpose of their 
visit to Thailand was mostly 
business, the group did manage 
to have some fun as well. 
Meeting and greeting new 
people along their walks, and 
talking with the locals as much 
as they could really bolstered 
flagging spirits. The city has a 


very large open market and while 
walking through the market, the 
women would hear traditional 
music played by citizens who 
had some form of birth defect. 
People who were blind, missing 
limbs, had atrophied limbs, 
etc. would be led or carried to 
the center of this market place 
and sat down so that they could 
play the beautiful and haunting 
music of their region. 

Towards the end of the trip the 
group visited a local elephant 
park. Taking a ride on the trails 
- through the rivers and amongst 
the beautiful local scenery - 
brought about smiles and a new 
respect for these wonderful 
mammals. Mrs. Clark stated, 
“They are amazing animals, you 
would think they’d be big and 
clumsy, but he was so precise 
with where he placed his feet.” 
For her daughter, who was part 
of the missionary group as well, 
this was a dream come true. 

The trip wasn’t very long in 
terms of days, from Sunday 


through Thursday, but the time 
Mrs. Clark and the rest of the 
women had in Thailand would 
leave an indelible impression, 
not soon to be forgotten. When 
asked about how she felt about 
her missionary work, she said, 
“As hard as it was, we knew we 
did what God wanted us to do. 
There was no measuring stick... 
we couldn’t come away and say 
we got this and this done. It’s 
the people on the fringes that 
need [our help] the most. It was 
a reminder that these are the 
folks that God really intends for 
us to be there for.” 

When asked if she would 
repeat her missionary trip Mrs. 
Clark replied, “Oh, absolutely. 
I came away with [the idea] 
that, the gospel is enough; 
more confident in my faith, 
more confident in my savior. 
I came away believing and 
understanding that He does 
care...He did so much to show 
Himself.”
